SPANISH CABINET RESIGNS . 

Madrid, Sept. 28— The Spanish cnl 
inet will resign to-morrow as the result 
of irreconciliablo differences between 
ministers regarding proposals for nti 
tional defence.

Loudon, Sept. 29— The Daily Chronicle 
say*: " We understand on the best 
authority that the delay attending the 
Boer reply is due to hopes still enter- 
tained by the Transvaal of n peaceful 
settlement. The Boers distrust Mr. 
Chamberlain. They fear that if they 
make concessions he Will only increase 
his demands; therefore they have been 
trying to approaeli Lord Salisbury direct- 
ly. They trust the Premier as much us 
they distrust the Colonial Secretary. If 
Lord Salisbury would give a pledge that 
the golden bridge was meant seriously, 
they would venture upon it. 

" We regret to say that this last des- 
perate effort has broken down, since 
Lord Salisbury cannot go behind Mr. 
Chamberlain without creating a cabinet 
crisis. It is deplorable, nevertheless, 
that state etiquette should be strong 
enough to obstruct the path to peace. 

"We hope it is not true' that Mr. 
Chamberlain intends to demand disarma- 
ment, n heavy indemnity, and the with- 
drawn] of Dr. Leyds, which could only 
result in war." 

The paper suggests that the Orange 
Free State should appeal for arbitration 
under the arrangements concluded at 
The Hague. 

The Daily News, which appeals to the, 
government to await President Kruger's 
reply before sending a second despatch, 
says: "If, as lias been asserted on be- 
half or the Transvaal, all trouble would 
have been avoided had Mr. Chamber- 
lain's despatch last Friday said 'conven- 
tion,' instead of 'conventions,' we do not 
believe a British cabinet would decline 
to clear the matter up. It is for Presi- 
dent Kruger to speak- It is indeed only 
a matter of a consonant, for we are con- 
vinced that it is in his power to get the 
consonant cut off." 

London, Sept. 28.— -Mr. Chamberlain 
arrived at the foreign otllee this after- 
noon. The cabinet council is summoned 
to meet at 10:30 to-morrow morning. 
Speaker Gully is returning to London, 
and Sir Henry Campbell-Bannermnn, the 
Liberal leader, and Mr. Herbert Glad- 
stone, the chief Liberal whip, will ar- 
rive hero Monday. 

European Interest. 

London, Sept. 28.— The Press Associa- 
tion issued the following statement this 
evening: " We learn that the centres 
of interest in the Transvaal controversy 
are really at Lisbon and Berlin, and this 
consideration, it is thought in some quar- 
ters, may cause n further adjournment 
of the cabinet. 

"The future administration and finan- 
cial control of the Portuguese posses- 
sions in South Africa are held to be an 
integral factor in the present difficulty. 
The friends of President Kruger urge 
that it would be manifestly unfair to in- 
sist upon a partial reductions of the forts 
at Pretoria and Johannesburg as long as 
Lorenzo Marques remains under the 
Portuguese government, and it is prob- 
able I hat the negotiations between Lon- 
don Berlin and Lisbon may not ibe con- 
cluded until after the cabinet council.' 

London, Sept. 29.— The Odessa corres- 
pondent of the Standard telegraphs: " A 
rumor is heard that Germany recently 
suggested to Russia the advisability of 
mediation between Croat Britain and 
the Transvaal, nnd that Russia declined 
to have anything to do with the matter. 

London, Sept. 2S.-A despatch to tb 
Daily Mail from Chnrlestown says: 
"Commandeering is proceeding in the 
Wakkerstroom district and probably 
throughout the Transvaal. Two thous- 
and P.oers are assembled at \\ akker 
stroom. which is eight miles from the Na- 
tal border and eleven from LallUJ 8 Nek 
Twelve hundred have been ordered t( 
Snndispet, 15 miles west of the Natal 
boundary, where they will meet the 
Orange Free State Artillery, which has 
been lying low in this neighborhood for 
a fortnight. 

Boers Taking the Field.

Calcutta, Sept. 28.— The story of the 
destruction of the Ida Villa brunch of 
tho Calcutta girls' school supported by 
the American Methodists, is related by 
Miss Stub.], who saved many of the 
children. 

A landslip compelled the occupants to 
leave the buildings, and Miss Staid, 
guiding the children, commenced a peril- 
ous climb, finally gaining the road. All 
the time rain was pouring down in tor- 
rents, the earth was shaking and the 
children were terrified. The blackness 
of the night, falling boulders, the crash- 
ing of trees, and fears of the earthquake 
finally compelled the party to return to 
the Ida Villa. Even then Miss Stahl 
had a struggle with the children, who 
fearing the collapse of the hom e sought 
to fly into the night. 

.Misses Itoid and Soundry finally made 
another attempt and escaped with the 
children. They were, bow-ever, over- 
whelmed by a slip. The teachers es- 
caped, but many of the children per- 
ished. In the meantime the Ida Villa 
had also been destroyed. 

Will Burlee, the sole survivor, says 
that when it was seen that escape was 
impossible, a sister made them all kneel 
in prayer, nnd while kneeling the bouse 
was swept away. 

It is estimated that the loss to the tea 
garden proprietors alone is about 
$5jO0O f 0fK>.

CHEAT NORTHERN EXTENSION. 

Project to Tap Mining Section of North- 
western Ontario. 

Minneapolis. Minn., Sept- 2S. — An im- 
portant railway project is about to be 
undertaken this winter. It is for what 
will practically be an air line from Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul to the Canadian 
boundary at the foot of Rainy lake, 
about 150 miles northwest of Duluth. 
The line will also connect Duluth and 
the Canadian boundary in almost an air 
line. 

It is about 2")0 miles from Minneapolis 
to Koochiching, at the foot of Rainy 
river, where there is water power at 
some 25,000 horse-power. North from 
Minneapolis to Milaca the new road will 
follow the Groat Northern present track 
nnd a section 85 miles long will be built 
from there around tho east side of Lake. 
Milaca to a junction with the Duluth, 
Mississippi River & Northern, at the 
mouth of Swan river. 

The D. M & R. II. is a sub-line or the 
Great Northern system. From its north- 
ern terminus at nibbing 75 miles of line 
will be built down the Little Fork valley 
to a connection with the Canadian trans- 
continental line at Rainy lake. The en- 
lire line may be under Great Northern 
ownership. 

GUNBOAT'S MEN KILLED. 

Cadet Wood and Five of Crew Slain He- 
fore Capture of Urdaneta. 

Manila, Sept. 28— It is .reported by a 
person who has just arrived from Tur- 
dac that naval Cadet Welburn Wood, 
who was in command of the II. S. gun- 
boat Urdaneta, recently captured and 
destroved hy the insurgents in the Ornni 
river, northwest side of Manila Bay, 
Where he was patrolling, and five of the 
nine oniisted men forming the crow, 
were killed during the fighting previous 
to tho destruction' of the vessel, The 
four other men and the cannon, a one- 
pounder, a rapid lire gun. a Cult mach- 
ine gun and a Nordcnfeldt gun, were 
conveyed to Ma'.ae.

New York, Sept. 2S.— New York is 
decked like a bride in honor of the gal- 
lant sailor who is waiting at her gate. 
Hundreds of miles of red, white nnd blue 
bunting grace the noble buildings of 
Broadway and Fifth avenue and a mil- 
lion flags llutter over the town. Not 
even the churches have escaped the gen- 
eral decorations. 

A million visitors are here to partici- 
pate in the glorious celebration. The 
gaily apparelled soldiers of many states 
which are to take part in the land par- 
ade on Saturday began trooping in to- 
day. Boatload after boatload of pas- 
sengers, sailors and marines helped 
swell the crowds trooping in ull direc- 
tions. Uniformed members of the staff 
of the arriving governors were every- 
where. 

The arrangements for the two days' 
celebration are completed. The great 
arch at Madison Square, modelled after 
the triumphal arch of Titus, upon which 
the most famous sculptors of Ameri- 
ca have lavished their genius, is nearly 
finished, and stands a superb tribute to 
the nation's hero. It is more beautiful 
than the arch of the Roman Forum. 

To-day the crush to get aboard the 
Olympia never flagged, and great indul- 
gence was shown hy Admiral Dewey. A 
goodly proportion of those who besieged 
the gangways got aboard. At times the 
ship was fairly overrun. These crowds 
and the official visits the Admiral receiv- 
ed scarcely gave him and his officers 
time to breathe. 

The Jockiea got the medals which con- 
gress voted to-day and proudly dis- 
played them to the various visitors un- 
til Jeffries, tho pugilist, enme aboard. 
Jack loves a fighter, and while the pugil- 
ist was aboard the tars were oblivious to 
all else. Owing to the stream of officials 
tho long stream of salutes continued 
without interruption all day. 

Major-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, at the 
head of the Washington committee, call- 
ed to submit the programme for the re- 
ception at the national capital and Major- 
Gen. Merritt and his staff came over 
from Governor's Island to officially wel- 
come Admiral Dewey in the name of 
the army. They were received with all 
the honors befitting their rniik, but the 
climax was not reached until Governor 
Roosevelt of New York came down the 
bay, accompanied by Gen. Francis V. 
Greene, some officers of the New York 
Naval Militia and several of Dewey's 
captains ut Manila, including Capt. 
Dyer, of the Baltimore, Capt. Wood, of 
the Petrel. Capt. Wildes, of the Boston, 
and Capt. Walker, of the Concord. When 
they got aboard Admiral Dewey took 
them over the ship and the sight of the 
fighting captains set the tars mad with 
delight. Nothing could restrain their en- 
thusiasm, and round after round or 
cheers greeted the appearance of these 
officers. 

While considerable powder was flung 
into smoke down the bay -more will be 
burned to-morrow during the great na- 
val pageant of the Hudson river. The 
marine parade, unless it is marred by 
bad weather, which the local forecust 
unfortunately predicts, is expected to 
eclipse nil previous water pageants on 
this side of the world. It is expected 
that the line will lie nine miles long and 
half a million people will be afloat. To- 
night there was a preliminary illumina- 
tion of rare beauty'. . .

Prohibition for Military Camps Not De- 
sirable— Lord Minto Coming

Ottawa, Sept. 28.— Tin? militia author- 
ities say it is not the intention to hold 
an ollicial inquiry as demanded by the 
Christian Guardian, the Methodist 
church newspaper, into the management 
of canrps of military instruction.

plies for people remaining at Johannes- 
burg when hostilities commence." 

Intense excitement continues to pre- 
vail :it Pretoria, where apparently it is 
believed there is no escape from war. 
The field cornet at Pretoria is again 
serving out ritles, commandeering is 
actively proceeding, and all preparations 
are being made to take the field. 

The burghers are getting uneasy be- 
cause of British troops between Lndy- 
smith ami Lning's Nek, especially at 
G Ion ooo and Dundee. The nominal 
reason for concentrating is the protec- 
tion of the Dundee coal fields, but the 
Boers do not intend to be caught napping 
and are now massing around Vryheid, 
not. however, merely as ,-t protective 
measure, but to be prepared unless the 
British reinforcement,-! across the border 
prevent them, to make a dash in force 
through a portion of Zululand. crossing 
the .Buffalo river at a point below 
Rorkc's Drift, and then seizing the rail- 
road, cut off the British garrison tit 
Dundee and Ladysmith from the south, 
which would not only interrupt the Brit- 
ish lines of communication, but would 
seriously interfere with the forward 
movement. 

In order to watch this portion of the 
railroad exposed to n Boer incursion, a 
British post will be established at 
Rorkc's Drift. 

The Birmingham Post says: " Two

Trade Brisk, Collections Satis- 
factory and Labor Scarce 
the Canadian Report. 



By Associated Press. 

New York, Sept. 28. — Bradstreet's ou 
the ;i()tli will s:iy of Canadian trade: 
KaJl trade moves forward in Canada in 
good volume, .Montreal reports that 
while wet weather bos curtailed retail 
trade somewhat, n good business has on 
the whole been done, while jobbers re- 
port their fall trade as the largest for 
years. Collections are reported very 
satisfactory, Toronto reports similar 
trade conditions, with prices, particu- 
larly of dry goods, very firm. Labor is 
scarce. Canadian banks have loaned 
considerable in the United States. In 
the Maritime Provinces weather condi- 
tions have'not been altogether favorable, 
but Halifax reports local trade stimulat- 
ed by the presence of country visitors at 
the exposition. Collections are fair, and 
apple shipments to Great Britain are 
very large. Healthy trade conditions 
are reported in BritisU Columbia. Vic- 
toria reports active demand for hard- 
ware and lumber, with collections fair. 

The failures number 11 for live days, 
as compared with 13 for last week, Uli 
in t bis week a year ago, and .'ill in 1ND7. 

Bradstreet's general review will say: 
The notable feature of the situation is 
the strength of agricultural products, 
notably cereals, cotton and pork pro- 
ducts. Kail trade continues good, 
though it is conceded tliaTthe biggest 
part of the fall business has been done, 
and re-orders frem now on will cut the 
largest figure. Weather conditions, 
while favorable' hi common crop harvest- 
ing, are claimed to be hurtful to future 
growth because of the dry weather. 
Wheat has remained steadily strong, 
growing tinner toward the close on en- 
larged foreign buying and uncertainty 
as to the outcome of the South African 
affair. Sympathetic strength is dis- 
played by com and other cereals. An 
increased foreign demand is represented 
responsible for the stronger tone and ad- 
vances shown in hog products. Wool 
has continued -strong and in active de- 
mand both at home and abroad. There 
ii, a quieter tone at most markets for 
iron and steel, and large buyers have 
iioen, most of th«m, out of the market. 
There is no diminution in strength, how- 
ever, and a number of advances, notably 
in Southeastern iron and steel billets, are. 

.to be reported. Complaints of back- 
ward deliveries are as numerous as ever. 

.Lumber remains active at most markets, 
though complaints of slow delivery, due 

: to lack of cars,. -are also heard. In other 
lines of industry prices are notably 
strong, petroleum and hides being among 
those advanced. An equally strong ten- 
dency as to price is noted in hardware, 
particularly builders' grades. Coal im- 
proves as the Koason advances, and here, 
as in many other lines of trade, it is a 
question rather of securing supplies than 
of paying current prices. Almost alone 
among the staples sugar is weak in tone, 
and no sigiid of cessation of the war are 
yet observable.

A SLANDER BBPELLED. 

Sir Charles Tupper and the Yukon 
Whiskey Tra'lllc. 

From the .Montreal Qaaette. 

In trying to injure the Conservative 
leader, certain of the Jjiberal press cor- 
respondents at Ottawa sent out a report 
that Sir Charles Tapper's criticism of 
.Major Walsh at the lust session of par- 
liament was due to the Major's having 
stopped the sale of certain shipments of 
whiskey in -which Sir Charles Tupper, 
through his connection with a Klondike 
trading company, was financially inter- 
ested. Sir Charles Tupper ba.s replied 
to the slander:, and shown not only that 
it. was not based on truth, bal thai he 
had personally and successfully used his 
inlluence to stop his company's dealing 
in liquor. So effective was (he reply 
thai the Witness, which gave the slan- 
der prominence, now declarci*: "Sir 
Charles Tupper must be held innocent 
of even a 'desire to profit by the liquor 
trallie in the Yukon, and be credited 
with having stoutly and apparently ef- 
fectively, so far as his own company 
goes, opposed the traffic" A mean man 
looking for mean motives in an opponent 
lius rarelv been more emphatically re- 
buked. 

Twi the Kdltfir of the Witness. 

Sir,— My attention lias been called to 
two article's in your paper of September 
HJ and IS, in regard tu the sale of liquors 
in the Yukon district. It is the first in- 
formation 1 have received of any inten- 
tion on the part of Mr. Dewdney to 
bring an action against Major Walsh, 
and I can, therefore, say nothing upon 
that subject; but I am quite sure I 
ca;n -satisfy lyau that yon have done me 
ai great injustice in relation to the sale 
if liquors in the Klondike, and have no 
doubt, with the facts before you, you 
-will do till in your power to counteract 
the effect of the statement you have 
made in regard to myself. 

T was not in London when the Klon- 
dike Mining, Trading ec Transport Cor- 
poration was formed, but consented to 
accept the position of chairman. Mr. 
Dewdney and two other gentlemen in 
Victoria, with Mr. Ashworth, one of 
the directors of the corporation, were 
appointed by the board to act as man- 
agers in Canada. The moment I 
learned that there was any intention on 
the part of the board to accept a consign- 
ment of intoxicating liquors, I cabled 
the secretary on February \1, 1S0S, as 
follows: 

" As stated in the outset, I strongly 
object to any traffic in intoxicating 
liquors: 

"On February 21. 1S08, I wrote the 
secretary as follows: 

"Dear Mr. Stearns.— In reply to your 
letter oT the 2nd instant. I beg to re- 
mind the directors that shortly after the 
formation of the Klondyke corporation I 
called the attention of the board to the 
surprise with which I bad perceived a 
provision made on the back of the pros- 
pectus for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
and I objected to this in the strongest 
terms I do not remember the letter 
from Moses Risk & Sons, to which you 
refer but I do remember that when the 
STibjeot came before the board I drew 
attention to the tact that under the net 
passed by myself, when I was minister 
of customs, the sale of intoxicating 
liquors was prohibited in the Northwest 
Territories, and that 1 presumed taut 
the same regulations were still in rorce.

VICTOR L A-CIII IAA W A O K . 

Five hundred thousand dollars is not 
an unreasonable sum for the city of Vic- 
toria to pay tu secure connection with 
the British Columbia .Mainland, but 
when a proposal is made to the citizens 
that they should jrlvo such an amount, it 
is important to inquire as in the terms 
ni)on which it is asked. Of tins sum 
$150,000 is to be expended in extending 
the Victoria & Sidney railway further 
into the city, to provide terminal facili- 
ties at the other end of the roml— that is 
to bring the line to deep waiter— and to 
extinguish Mr. Paterson's claim lo tlie 
road. To understand ibis properly, it 
is necessary to hear in mind that tile 
Victoria ifc Sidney road is subject to cer- 
tain debenture liabilities upon which the 
city and province jointly pay $15,000 
interest annually for u term which will 
expire in seventeen years. At the 
expiration <»C this pcri<«l the railway will 
have to earn this interest or the road 
will have to pass under the control of 
the bondholders. Therefore when Hie 
cost of the proposed railway is put at 
$1,509,000, it is stated too low, because 
no account is taken of the debenture 
issue, which must either be taken up 
after the seventeen years or must be as- 
sumed by the new enterprise. This will 
•bring the cost of tin? enterprise up to 
$1,809,000. We do not say that this 
cost is prohibitive, but are surprised that 
the promoters or the enterprise' seem -to 
have taken no account of so large an 
item. It. is. quite true that Mr. Hen out 
at Wednesday night's meeting spoke <xf 
the earning power of the mud being so 
increased a« to relievo the city of the 
above interest charge, .but be failed to 
point out that after seventeen years the 
city would lie relieved of it under uny 
circumstances. 

During the discussion uf the mooting' 
.Air. iJigriH brought up the 'question of 
the proposed Mainland terminal. This 
is a very important, feature of the pro- 
ject, because It outers into the matter of 



cost. The proposed connection can l>o 
be made, for the sum proposed only if 
•some point between Point Roberts and 
BlaJn 5a found available for a landing 
place. Mr. I>ugrin's query was if the 
promoters were quite certain that there 
is water enough to permit of terminals 
being built on the shore and without the 
construction of long and expensive jet- 
ties. VYV do not. find in Mr. Bell's re- 
port any expression of opinion on this 
point, and Mr. Renouf in his speech con- 
fined himself to saying that, there are 
three fathoms of water close in shore, ho 
that all that is necessary to be done is to 
drive piles lo make a wharf. The Ad- 
miralty charts do not bear this state- 
ment out. On the contrary, they show 
that at mean tide the depth opposite 
White Rock does not exceed two fathoms 
Tor a distance of 000 yards from 
shore This means that at a distance 
000 yards from the shore there may not 
be more than six feet of water at low 
title. It is proposed to place on the 
route a fast steamer, something like the 
Flyer, plying between Seattle and 
Tacoma. Such a vessel would be every- 
thing that could be wished on ordinary 
days, and though on very rough days 
she would give her passengers a lively 
shaking up while crossing the Giulf, this 
is not a serious matter. But the pro- 
moters do not appear to have taken the 
trouble to ascertain how far out they 
would have to construct their jetties 
from the shore to accommodate a vessel 
of the draught, of the Flyer. This has a 
material bearing on the question of cost. 
It would not be material if a private 
company were offering to establish the 
connection for a certain bonus, but dt ia 
important when the city in its municipal 
capacity is asked to contribute one-fifth 
uf the cost- 
There is another material point which 
appears to have escaped the attention of 
tin.' promoters, namely the character of 
this part of the coast from the navigat- 
ors' point of view. The British Colum- 
bia Pilot, in describing Seminhmoo Bay. 
says there is good anchorage at sonic 
distance from the shore, except in south- 
west gales, when vessels can seek shelter 
in Drayton Harbor, wnlch is in the 
United States/ The heaviest gales oi 
this part of the coast are from the south 
east .and southwest, the wind sweepin) 
up between the islands as through a Dun 
uel. Conceding that there is a safi 
channel to a point within a reasonable 
distance of White Rock, this route is 
open to the objection that in heavy gales 
from the southwest or southeast, th 
ferry steamers would have no sea way 
but would' he close to the windward side 
of dangerous sand-banks. The objection 
to such exposure is not, as Mr. Renouf 
appeared to think, because the vessels 
would be in the trough of the sea, for 
it would be difficult to find any place for 
a railway ferry to which such an objec- 
tion could not be raised milder certain 
circumstances, but to the immedlati 
proximity of the sand-hanks, along which 
the ferry boats would have to sail for 
several miles. 

These are some of the preliminary 
points upon which further information is 
needed before the citizens are asked 
commit themselves, not to the idea of 
some such connection as has been pro- 
posed, for we are all in favor of that, 
hut to the financial and other details of 
the project as presented by the promot- 
ers. We hope the advocates of the 
present scheme will use the columns of 
the Colonist to give such explanations 
as may be necessary on these phases of 
the case. It is not necessary to say any- 
thing as to till' value i . f* tile territory 
between Point Roberts and OhilHwnck, 
,,r the desirability of having connection 
with it. No difference of opinion exists 
on these matters. 

The Times propounds a question to th 
Colonist in connection with this enter 
prise. It is whether Victoria cannot 
take up a project without consulting 
Vancouver or New Westminster. It cer- 
tainly can: but when Victoria proposes 
to ask the legislature for financial as- 
sistance to any project, it is important to 
remember that Vancouver and New 
Westminster have between them live 
voles. Our contemporary thinks that it 
is premature to criticize the pro- 
ject. Sillily it is not serious in this. 
Surely it docs not pretend to 
think that n projeet, which 
the people arc asked to subscribe 
to, ought to be launched without discus- 
sion. The proper time to criticize such 
things is at the outset. It also invites 
us to mention some of the finnncial diffi- 
culties in the way. Well, we have shown 
above that the road will stand somebody 
hefor... it is done $1,809,000, and not 
$1,509,000, as the promoters have repre- 
sented. Or this amount $809,000 must 
he raised by way of loan, that is $300,000 
,to take up the loan now outstanding on 
the Victoria & Sidney and the $509,000 
mentioned in the committee's report. 
Will any financial gentleman undertake 
to say that an enterprise under muni- 
cipal ownership can go into the market 
and borrow this sum upon the credit of 
a railway that it to be managed by the 
representatives of one city and thre 
rural municipalities? Possibly th 
money could ho got, but we venture to 
predict that the bondholders would in- 
ist either upon being secured their in- 
terest by the city and municipalities or 
on having a controlling voice in the 
management. The Colonist has express- 
ed its doubt as to $100,000 Hieing raised 
by popular subscription. It will be very 
glad to learn that it can be raised, hut 
it proposes to let those who .ire asked to 
subscribe know the exact nature of the 
project. In regard lo the statement of 
the Times that the Colonist is opposed 
lo municipal ownership of property, we 
have only to say tlint our contemporary 
is us usual Inaccurate. The Colonist be- 
lieves in the mmilcipo.1 ownership of pro- 
perty within the municipality used for 



municipal purposes or for public accom- 
modation within the municipality, but it 
is opposed to the idea of Victoria enter- 
ing into competition with great transcon- 
tinental railway systems. We have a 
question for the Times. Would it be 
necessary to replace the rails of the Vic- 
toria & Sidney railway to accommodate 
transcontinental traffic? 



MIKING ON THE ISLAND. 

The account printed in the Colonist to- 
day of the work being done at Mount 
Sicker mine is very gratifying. This 
mine has become a regular shipper and 
must occupy a leading place after Ijo Rol 
and War Fagle among the copper-gold 
mines. Next month Mount Sicker will 
probably ship 500 tons of $10 ore, and 
this will not he anything like its full ca- 
pacity. Our information is that the 
immediate neighborhood of this mine is 
all highly mineralized and that from pre- 
sent indications there are other deposits 
of ore which are equally good as far us 
can he judged, equally as extensive as 
that now being operated. It is undoubt- 
edly true that if such a mine with such 
surroundings existed in Kootenay or the 
Boundary country, it would be exploited 
in the press and we would hear of a 
Mount Sicker townsite being placed upon 
the market. We do things more quietly 
on Vancouver Island; but none the less 
it is a matter for profound satisfaction 
that so excellent a mine is being devel- 
oped almost a; our doors. The success 
ai tending this enterprise will be a great 
stimulus to others of the same kind. It 
is sali- to say that metalliferous mining 
has now fairly begun on Vancouver Isl- 
and and that it will hereafter be one of 
our permanent industries.

TIMJOLY AND IMPORTANT. 

The letter signed " Muehniore," which 
we print this morning, has been admit- 
ted to the columns of the Colonist only 
because it deals with a public man, who 
at present occupies the most important 
position in the province, and who 
is ambitious to till one yet more 
important. It is true, us our 
correspondent says, that very seri- 
ous allegations have been made in regard 
lo Mr. CottouVs record previous ito his 
entry into the government. These are 
not simply matters of gossip. In 1894 
a very severe arraignment of his business 
career in this province from the pen of 
his former partner, Mr. Cordon, was 
printed in the Colonist. This -was in 
connection witli the transactions which 
led to Mr. Cotton's incarceration in gaol 
on contempt proceedings. The fact of 
incarceration on proceedings of this 
nature is of itself nothing to any one's 
discredit, for the penalty may have been 
incurred in the assertion of a right; but 
Mr. Gordon's letter makes the gravest 
possible allegations 'against Mr. Cotton's 
personal integrity. So far as we know, 
the charges contained in it have never 
been answered', Mr. Cotton pursuing 
towards them the same tactics as he is 
following in regard to Mr. Martin's 
charge that he deliberately falsified the 
records of the Executive Council. It is 
also true that there appeared in the 
Denver Times-Sun a very serious ar- 
raignment of Mr. Cotton's career in 
Colorado. So far as we know, this ar- 
raignment has never been answered in 
any way. Only a feeling of delicacy 
towards Air. Cotton, which he lias never 
exhibited towards his political opponents, 
has prevented more than one newspaper 
in the province from printing the very 
serious statements contained in the Den- 
ver journal. 

Baying politics whony aside and look- 
ing ut the matter from the standpoint of 
independent observation, we submit it to 
be Mr. Cotton's duty to challenge the 
publication in British Columbia of these 
accusations that have been made 
against him, with the view of answering 
them in the fullest way. Friends of 
the present government have been dis- 
posed to say that .Mr. Cotton's silence 
in regard to Mr. Martin's charge onust 
be understood as indicating "mens con- 
scia recti." Did the same feeling lend 
him to make no answer to Mr. Gordon's 
terrific arraignment? Did it also lend 
him to remain silent under the Denver 
paper's still graver charges 1 !' A mind 
conscious uf its own innocence is a 
lino thing, hut it is u little strange that 
Mr. Cotton has to take refuge behind 
its alleged existence at every critical 
period in his career. He left Colorado 
under circumstances that have been de- 
scribed as being discredit able to him, 
and he has never explained them, so far 
as is known. LJe came to British Col- 
umbia and engaged in business enter- 
prises with the late Mr. Gordon, anil 
when those relations were broken up, 
very grave charges were made against 
him by his partner, which ho has never 
attempted to explain. He entered pub- 
lic life, and though repeatedly ■charged 
with playing fast and loose with thus*! 
who ought to have had his (political 
loyalty, he lias never condescended to 
explain. He entered the government of 
the province as a colleague and co- 
worker or Mr. Joseph Martin, and he 
severed his eonuection with ham while 
under a very serious charge which he 
has not offered t,, explain. All this may 
he due to conscious innocence, but we 
repeat that it is asking u little ton notch 
to expect the public lo be satisfied so to 
regard it while Mr. Cotton occupies hi* 
present position. When the next turn 
in his fortune conies, what may the pub- 
lic expect '.'

Anxious Inquiries Made by 
Liverpool Underwriters 
About Her. 



Schooner Libble Damaged 
the Recent Storms in 
Behring Sea. 



The British ship Drumlanrig, which 
for a month past has boon listed as due 
with naval and general cargo fur this 
port, may possibly never reach her dos 
tination. Cablegrams from Liverpool 
indicate that a report has been received 
in the old country of the loss of the 
overdue vessel, and while no particulars 
are «ns yet obtainable, the intelligence 
comes as no surprise to the consignee 
hare. The Drumlanrig has been looked 
for for a mouth past. She is an iron 
ship of 1,425 net register, rated X 100 
A3, in Lloyds, and left Liverpool with 
naval stores and general cargo for this 
city in December last. Early in Febru 
nry sb» put into Montevideo in dis- 
tress, repairing her damages without be 
ing drawn out, anil sailing for Ksqui 
malt and Victoria on May IT. The 
time elapsing furnishes no cause for 
uneasiness on the pari of the consignees, 
80 and 100 days being an average pass- 
age from the Horn and the Drumlanrig 
heing known to have a foul hull and 
therefore liable to make a slow run up. 
She is a vessel of the famous Drum 
line, owned by Uillison and Chadwick, of 
Liverpool, and was built in 1870 by Itos- 
seli and Co., at I'ort Glasgow, her di- 
mensions being 211.0x37.7x22.0. During 
the last few months very unfavorable 
winds have prevailed on the Western 
American coast and the Drumlanrig be- 
ing a slow sailer was not fairly overdue. 
The consignees have, however, been 
looking for her for a month or more.

Such whs the 
verdict of a visitor to the city yesterday 
at the Philharmonic hull, where the 
Victoria Iveunel Club are holding their 
annual bench show, and he was not ex- 
aggerating, and he might have been told 
had the show been held before the open- 
ing of the hunting season there would 
have been twice as tunny there, for a 
dog that has hunted through the thick 
undergrowth for grouse is hardly in 
show form. Hut despite the absence of 
so many of Victoria's best dogs, the 
show, as might be gathered from the re- 
marks of the visitor, was a great oue. 
There are 21(1 entries, and among the 
competitors are some of the bluest- 
blooded dogs on the continent. The Eng- 
lish setter stiil continues a strong favor- 
ite iu Victoria .it least, there being over 
50 entries in that class and a line look- 
ing lot they are, in fact so line that not 
one but received a prize or were highly 
commended by Mr. il. T. Payne, of Sun 
Francisco, the judge. There was keen 
competition in each division, and com 
petitors had an opportunity to learn the 
faults in their dogs, for besides the opin- 
ion of Judge Payne, they had an oppor 
tunlty of comparing them with an ani- 
mal, the perfect type of the English set 
ter. This is Countess Noble, of San 
Francisco, owned by .Mr. Payne, which 
he placed on exhibition, at the show hut 
did not enter. Countess Noble is a 
beautiful beast and has never been heat- 
en. 

The Irish setters were fairly well re- 
presented and the Gordons poorly, that is 
in point of number, the quality on the 
other hand being splendid.

Juggling in the Courts With 
[Many Millions' Worth of 
Copper. 



An Oregon Shepherdess Who 
Stands to Profit hy the 
Issue Raised. 



Untie, Mont., Sept. 24.— When Mr. Blge- 
low and IiIh asaocintca saw that Heinze 
was bent on a desperate fight, they commis- 
sioned Mr. Marshall, n groat New York 
lawyer, to come west and lead the battle 
la the law courts against him. This was 
a fatal blunder, for Mr. Marshall knew 
nothing about mining, except as coached 
by Batterinan, and Ills adversaries were the 
most famous mining experts anil lawyers on 
the continent. 

lint this did not daunt Mr. Marshall, lie 
talked in the hotel corridors and In the 
clubs with a confidence that was sublime, 
and even In court expatiated on the ore 
stolen by Helnzc out of "our mine." Judge 
Knowles, the Federal Judge of Montana, 
seemed orerawed by the great man from 
New York. The Judge was old and sub- 
dued by domestic misfortunes and HI health, 
and tin? splendid self-confidence of .Marshall 
Impressed him, and he did not objeel to, the 
word "stole." But Heinze made It known 
that Marshall should never use th'at word 
again while the case was sub-Judlce, and 
the Intimation was of such a nature that 
Marshall's courage oozed out at his boots, 
and henceforth he grew to he a milder- 
mannered man. 

But Judge Knowles did not lose his high 
opinion of Mr. Marshall, and when pre- 
senting the case to the Jury he insisted that 
the theory of Mr. Itatterman's so eloquently 
presented hy Mr. Marshall was the law, 
and he therefore instructed the jury that 
Ileinze had no extralateral rights on the 
Rorus, and It was for them to decide the 
value of the ore taken out of the Michael 
Davltt, and assess damages accordingly. 

Hut the Jury had opinions of their own. 
They felt that they were Judges of both 
law and fact. Judge McHatton, tlelnze'a 
leading counsel, they had known for years, 
tie had won a reputation for ability and 
integrity during the eight years he sat In 
the judgment seat In a Montana court 
which no other judge had ever attained, 
and somehow this jury of Montana men 
thought that Judge McHatton's law was 
correct, aud that Marshall was off his base, 
and that the Judge did not know what he 
was talking about. They consequently re- 
fused the Judge's Instructions, and render- 
ed a" verdict which was a victory for 
ileinze. Since then the Supreme Court of 
the United States has rendered a decision 
which coincides with the law as laid down 
by McHatton and endorsed by the jury. 
In fact, the theory of Mr. Battcrman about 
extralateral rights, with which Marshall 
charmed Judge Knowles, Is little more to- 
day than the unsubstantial coinage of a 
dreamer's brain. 

1'or a time Mr. Marshall of New York 
created as great a sensation In Montana 
as Mr. Totter of Texas created a few- 
years ago In the literary world. An im- 
mense legal reputation bad preceded him, 
and ills position as vice-president of the 
New York liar Association made It almost 
necessary that Western lawyers should 
greet him with awe. A Spanish cavalier, 
In all the pomp and panoply of war, could 
not have been more Imposing. But when 
the valiant New Yorker returned to his na- 
tive heath his reputation In Montana was 
in a similar dilapidated condition to that 
to which the guns of Dewey's licet had 
reduced the fleet of Montejo. And this 
was how It happened: After the rebuff 
which he and Judge Knowles received at 
the hands of a Montana Jury, Mr. Marshall 
made lip his mind thai Montana Judges and 
juries would not aid him and his clients 
in their warfare against Ileinze. In an 
evil hour he conceived the design of trans- 
ferring the operations of the Boston & Mon- 
tana Company from a Montana state cor- 
poration into the hands of a company with 
a New York charter. He decreed that the 
old Boston & Montana Company should 
die, and that a new Boston & Montana 
Company should lie born. John Porbls 
muttered some objections, but the great 
man from New York paid as little heed to 
John Forhls as Dick Crokcr docs to a Tam- 
many understrapper. Ami so the old cor- 
poration died, and a brand-new one, for- 
tilled with a New York charter, toed: its 
place and began operating the mines of the 
Boston & Montana Company. This new 
company mined some 70,000,000 pounds of 
copper, and the directors made contract 
for (iO,<KK),000 pounds of their product at 
about 12 cents a pound: but long before 
the contract had boon filled copper had gone 
ill) •"» cents a pound, and tliote New York 
directors were delivering Boston & Montana 
copper under said contracts for a few mil- 
lion dollars less than it was worth. 

Helnzc suddenly appeared 111 the District 
court of ButtP, and claimed that the trans- 
fer ol the old company to the new was 
Illegal; that consequently all the acts of 
the New York directorate were Illegal, and 

that the directors of the New York many 

were liable to the stockholders for the mil- 
lions lost through copper contracts. Ileinze 
therefore asked for the appointment of a 
receiver, and the judge could do nothing but 
grant It. An appeal was taken to t lit- Su- 
preme court of the Rtnte, and there the 
receivership was confirmed. Then Mr. Mar- 
shall advised that the New York corpora- 
tion should In Its turn die, and that the old 
Montana company should be resurrected. 

But every act. of the New York 'corpora- 
tion was Illegal, and when the properties 
were turned back to the old compnny 
Hdlnzc claimed that all tin- losses suffered 
by the company through copper contracts 
should be made good by the directors of tile 
New York company. Helnzc claims that 
the 00,000,000 pounds of copper which they 
n'ohl for about 12 cents a pound should be 
restored to the company, or else the market 
price for that copper at the date that they 
turned over all the property to the resur- 
rected old company. This makes the direct- 
ors of the ill-starred Now York company 
liable for about $3,000,000. The District 



court of Montana agrees with Helnzc, and 
Insists that the receiver whom It has ap- 
pointed should take charge till a thorough 
Investigation is made and full reparation Is 
done I,, the stockholders of this company 
hy tin' nun who Illegally killed a Montana 
corporation and Illegally took over the op- 
eration of (lie mines owned by the slaugh- 
tered company. Mr. Bigelow anil his co- 
dlrectors will be mulcted for millions If 
Ilelnzes contention holds good; 1ml the 
ordinary stockholders will Unci their divi- 
dends thereby enhanced fully $10 a share. 
And this woeful muddle of the affairs of a 
great concern was due to Mr. Marshall. 
Hence Ids reputation In Montana Is thai 
or the Spanish tleet, which lies mainly at 
the bottom id' Manila bay. Mr. John For- 
hls was so disgusted with the manner In 
Which Mr. Marshall and Mr. Bigelow were 
running the concern that lie made up bis 
inn Id to have no more to do will) them, 
ami sent in ids resignation. Hut a man <>f 
destiny suddenly appeared upon the scene 
lo save the slnknlg ship of the Host on Ions. 

Had not Marcus Daly i le to the rescue 

of the Bostonlan companies, they must 
have surrendered to Heinze. one of them 
was in bankruptcy, and the other was 
placed in the hands of a receiver by the 
Montana courts. Of course the old di- 
rectorate are moving heaven and earth to 
prevent their management of the property, 
and all the secret details of salaries, con- 
tracts mid subsidies, from being divulged 
lo vulgar eyes. Especially do they hate 
the thought of these accounts being sub- 
jected to Helnze's terrible criticism. But 
the Supreme Court of Montana has the 
matter under consideration, and will soon

Mr. Marshall. Daly Is an able and a fear- 
iess captain. He is a foeman worthy of 
Helnze's steel, for If the truth must he 
told, Ileinze completely outclassed and 
outmanoeuvred the old management of the 

Host oi mptinles. In fact, had not the 

Standard (HI magnates taken It- Into their 
heads to buy Hie Boston companies and to 
form an allegiance with Marcus Daly, .Mr. 
B.gelow anil Mr. Batterinan and the other 
theorists who begun war on Heinze would 
have been In a like plight with Marshall, 
ami with the ships of Montejo. 

When the battle began with Heinze. they 
in ver dreamed that a young man Involved 
as lie was in tremendous speculation could 
withstand their onslaught. They expected 
to see lilm surrender at discretion. But In- 
stead of surrendering he speculated more 
fearlessly than ever, and he soon possessed 
mines that makes his concern a rival of the 
great Boston compnny, and even of the An- 
aconda. Moreover, he bought every piece 
of mining property he could find, with 
which to light his foes. One piece of prop- 
erty to which he has long held a patent 
has a curious story. The ground Is known 
as the west 1100 feet of the Ranis. 

In this ground Is a cross-vein between 
the Itarus and Mountain View. The Boston 
,V- Montana have long held a patent to 
this ground, and have taken ore oat of 
this :t00 feel of vein, which netted the 
ei mpany $3,200,000, and this only t;> the 
depth of 1200 feet. By a curious blunder 
the United States government Issued two 
patents lo this ground, and Heinze bad 
held the older without making any claim 
for the mine or the ore. But when the 
Boslonians began to make war on him, he 
waltzed in with a claim for $3,200,000 
against the Boston & Montana. That claim 
Is sllll Biib-judlce. East of the Itarns are Hie 
Snohomish and the Tramway. The Ana- 
ei ndii-St. Lawrence-Anaconda lode runs 
through the Snohomish, and developments 
bid fair to make It one of the great mines 
of Butte. In 1804 the Butte & Boston 
bought one-halt of the Snohomish and one- 
third of the Tramway from James Larkln 
for $18,000. I.nrktn was an old-timer who 
had located claims of fabulous value, but 
he hud long been n disciple of the whiskey 
bottle, and for twenty years hardly ever 
drew a sober breath. So when the Butte 
te Boston acquired Larkln's Interest In the 
Snohomish and Tramway, the loafers 
around town rejoiced, for Larkln would be 
generous while his dollars lasted. But a 
Utile Inter poor Jim was sent to the In- 
sane asylum as a hopeless lunatic, and 
when the Bnstonians made war Heinze 
recollected all about Larkln, and he rcsolv- 
' lined to get bis deed to them annulled. He 
Immediately bought the other Interests, 
and then hunted up the heirs of Bark in. 
He discovered that Larkln. before coming 
to Butte, had married a dance ball girl at 
Silver City, Idaho. Bishop Gloria had per- 
formed the marriage, and a girl was the 
fruits thereof. After Larkln's advent to 
Butte lie supported for a time his wire and 
child, lint ns his love for whiskey grew 
his remembrance of them waned. The wife 
grew tired waiting for him, so she go| a 
divorce and married a man named Hess. 
Hess and the wife and Larkln's child then 
disappeared as completely as If the eartli 
hail swallowed them. But Heinze resolved 
to find the girl, and be sent off detectives 
to chase her up, from Mexico to the Klon- 
dike. The story of the hunt for Clarn Lar- 
kln Is a comedy In Itself. A dozen times 
he hail telegrams announcing success, and 
then others would follow declaring It was 
the wrong girl. Finally one of Helnze's 
sleuth-hounds swooped down on a lonely 
rrncli In Southeastern Oregon, where one 
Clara Larkln had taken up a homestead. 
Tills place was nearly 200 miles from a rail- 
road, and close to the California line, and 
at the other side of that line was another 
ranch owned by Hess and Larkln's former 
wife. Ami so there. In one of the loneliest 
spots of the continent the child of poor Jim 
Larkln had grown up. Had her father let 
the (lemon of drink alone, this young girl 
would have been reared In affluence and 
In luxury, and would have been the heir- 
ess In i great, estate. He might have had 
Hie sialics, the caresses and the love of his 
child, as she grew from Infancy to beauti- 
ful womanhood, but he chose the carousal 
and debauch, The curse of his race had 
set mi Impassable gulf between them; and 
while lie burned out the little spark of 
life left him as a hopeless lunatic, Ids 
child, grown lo vigorous womanhood, wan 
crcatlior a home for herself In the wilder- 
ness., utterly Ignorant of the fate or the 
man who was the author of her being. 
Then' In the bright and sunny regions of 
Soul lieu sterii Oregon she would have lived 
and died hud not Heinze needed her to 
deal a deadly blow at his foes. She was 
happy there with the sheep she tended 
ami tho animajs that were her pets. The 
grain fields and the meadow, the orchard 
anil the garden, were her life and light. 
She loved to watch the glorious wooded 
mountains to the West, cnrnpled with gold- 
en clouds thtit foreshadowed the dying 



day's decay. It was her joy to paze upon 
the rosy fingered dawn come skipping orer 
the Eastern hills, und amid such scenes she 
sung and carolled while ploying shepherd- 
i ss or milkmaid; And from scenes like 
this she was torn apart and brought to Ihc 
Kinoky city of Butte to listen to hundreds 
of witnesses telling the awful story of her 
father's ruined life. He bad died while she 
was en mule from California, und all Bhe 
oM-r saw of him was his wasted remains 
ere they were consigned lo their last rest- 
ing place. And for this BUG was torn from 
solitude and placed upon a stnge to be 
gossiped about and gazed at, anil to lis- 
ten to the story of her father's folly anil 
shame. And tills tragedy, for tragedy it 
Is, Is played because C. S. Batterinan was 
fond of evolving theories. Ot all the scenes 
la the varied drama which is being played 
our here, the appearance of this young girl 
appears to me to be the most dramatic In 
Its strangeness and its pathos. If she wins 
her suit for the annulment of hor father's 
deed, on the ground that Insanity rendered 
him Incompetent, she will become an heir- 
i ss, and a woman of Importance. But she 
will never taste again happiness like that 
whirl] she left behind in the solitudes of 
her Oregon home. The romantic-minded 
girls or New England academies who read 
ills story of poor Larkln's daughter, und 
whose hearts go out In sympathy to hor, 
p.ust not forget that her success will make 
many of their fathers' pockets poorer. 

For If that deed be annulled the Boston 
1 1 inpanios will lose a half Interest in a mln a 
worth many millions. This pathetic story, 
Interwoven as It Is with the progress of the 
light being waged between Heinze ami 
Eastern capitalists, illustrates the extra- 
oidlnary developments which this tight has 
brought forth. What I have written Illus- 
trates also the genius and character of the 
inn n whom the Boston companies under- 
took to render Impotent.

An open cut 
has been run across I wenty-tive feet of 
the ledge and on the foot wall was found 
a body of galena from three to five feet 
wide carrying good values in gold, cop- 
per and silver. Mr. Wolfe is developing 
the Honiestnke and Deadwood.

The finest looking ore was taken from an 
opening on the Deadwood. Most of the 
miners will remain Ot Hie camp all win- 
ter. 

The Pathfinder mine will shortly make 
an experimental shipment of leu tons of 
ore to the Trail smelter. There arc now- 
over four hundred tons of ore on the 
dump. In clearing the ground last week 
for n new working double compartment 
shaft a new ledge was encountered show- 
ing as far ns opened up six feet of clean 
ore. The other shaft, sixty feet dis- 
tant, is down 150 feet, and at the cross- 
cut at the 50-foot level there is fourteen 
feet of ore, In another working the 
cross-cut from the drift is seventeen 
feel in ore. The survey Of an aerial 
tram .'1.400 feet long to the proposed rail- 
way spur was completed this week by 
li. M. Watters, civil and mining en- 
gineer.
